Doubting as to 
the correctness of the statement, however, of the charges said to be paid 
on the sale of the shares in Manchester, the result of inquiries was that 
not one sixpence had been paid, and, in fact, that the money had been 
taken by one of the directors and applied to his own use. The director 
to whom he alladed was Mr. Jonathan Thorpe. He had then addressed a 
letter to the chairman, to the effect that the company had been deceived, 
and requested an interview. However, at this interview nothing took 
place, as the chairman declined to yield to his request of giving him the 
forty shares, to which he declared himself to be entitled. This, however, 
being subsequently done, he (Mr. L.) communicated the circumstanee of 
the 1015/, 2s. 6d. which had been retained by Mr. J. Thorpe. Mr. Lucas 
then proceeded to narrate the insults to which he stated he had been ex- 
posed in his endeavours to have justice done to the shareholders, in which 
the conduet of the solicitors was severely animadverted upon by him ; 
and, although the circumstances had taken place in the months of April 
and May, it was not until the 30th June that he received his dismissal, 
the bill having in the interim passed both Houses. It appeared further, 
that the books and papers had been taken away from the office of the com- 
pany, at Abchurch-lane, without an order from the board, but which, on 
a representation being made by Mr. Lucas to Lieutenant-Colonel Skerrett, 
were subsequently pat under seal. The losses arising on the traffic in the 
market on shares amounted to some hundreds, and one case was stated of 
the purchase of 169 shares at 2/. 48. 9d. premiam, being 716/. 28. 6d., 
by the directors to bolster the market, the loss upon whieh was placed to 
the account of the company, although subsequently the shares were taken 
by the directors at one and a half premium. Several interviews and dis- 
cussions had taken place, but, to his knowledge, no return of the amount 
received by Mr. J. Thorpe had ever been made, and the fact itself was con- 
cealed by the chairman from some of the directors, to whom Mr. Lucas 
had, however, subsequently communicated it. It appeared also that the 
directors had appropriated to themselves shares when they were at a pre- 
mium, and, indeed, that there was much that required investigation and 
inquiry. It is only due to Lieutenant-Colonel Skerrett to observe, that 
Mr. Lucas throughout stated that gentleman's willingness to afford 
assistance, and that his conduct formed a striking contrast to that of the 
honourable chairman, 

The Cuataman here remarked, that a provisional committee, such as 
he believed had at that time the direction of the affairs of the company, 
were, he believed, obliged to deal in shares, and do other things in order 
to carry a company through ; and further, that it was usual with all eom- 
panies placed in similar circumstances. 

Mr. Asuron, who stated himself to be a considerable shareholder, said 
that the shareholder who had called the meeting was certainly justified in 
doing 80, by the statement just made.

Mr. Thorpe took the shares to Manchester, 
and sold them at par. During this time the provisional committee had 
depated Sir Samuel Whalley, in whose honour they had the most perfect 
reliance, to receive all the money paid on shares ; and Mr. Thorpe, having 
sold all the shares, paid from time to time sums of money into their ex- 
chequer, nobody for a moment doubting his integrity. The question what he 
got for shares was not asked, and lay in abeyance until Mr. Lucas called on 
Sir Samuel Whalley, and offered to give important information if forty 
shares were given to him. Sir Samuel refused to give the bribe, but was 
afterwards induced to let Mr. Lucas have the forty shares, upon condition 
of being informed of the particulars of the wrong committed against the 
proprietary. On this being done, the matter was subsequently brought 
before the board, and a resolution passed to the effect that Mr. Thorpe 
should repay the amount, and that he should retire from the direction, 
Mr. Thorpe having previously expressed his opinion that he was fairly en- 
titled to the 7s. 6d. per share, from the nature of the engagement entered 
into by him with the directors. Sir Samuel Whalley, upon being in- 
formed what was the conduct of parties (it would be stated by that gentle- 
man on the 14th), said, ‘‘ Either Mr. Thorpe shall resign, or I'll resign ”’ 
(hear, hear). Such, in fact, was the conduct of the directors, that Mr.

On examining the produce of the mines of Cornwall, that is, 
euch as are reported in the ticketing-papers, and to which we made 
veference last week, we must confess it was with some surprise 
that we announced the results of our examination ; it appearing 
therefrom that the quantity of tons of ore raised and sold in Corn- 
Wall, for the twelve months ending June joth, 1836, amounted to 
240,981 twenty.one cwts.; while, for the like penod ending 1835, 
the quantity was 150,617 twenty-one ewts ; showing a decrease 
@uring the past twelve months of 10,264 tons. The quantity of 
eres sold at Swansea for the year ending June, 1836, was 34,366 








and for 1835, 893,402/. 158.—shewing a surplus in money of 
64,3491. 138. 6d.: while at Swansea the amount in money for 1836 
was 340,024/. 128. 6d., and for 1835, 223,989/. 178. ; giving an in- 
crease of 116,0341. 15s. 6d. The quantity of fine copper for the past 
year in Cornwall, appears, 11,639 tons, 11 cwts.; and for 1835, 
12,271 tons, 14 cwts., 1 qr., 1 Ib.: and in Swansea, for 1836, 3,849 
tons, 2 cwts.; while for the twelve months ending June 30th, 
1835, the quantity did not exceed 2,832 tons, 16 cwts., 1 qr., 4 lb. 

These results, we confess, were startling, and they will doubt- 
less be considered with attention and interest by those associated 
with our mines at home, while the moment seems to us a fitting 
one to consider the propriety of a duty being imposed on foreign 
ores, for without offering an opinion on the justice or propriety of 
such a course, the contrast afforded by the results of the past year, 
is such at least as to render the subject one worthy of serious con- 
sideggtion. It is clear that in the mines of Cornwall there has 
been a falling off during the past twelve months to the extent of 
10,264 tons, or about one-fifteenth; while at Swansea there has 
been an increase of 5595 tons, or about one-fifth—the surplus in 
money in the sale of Cornish ores (arising from the advance in the 
Standard), being on 140,981 tons, the sum of 64,3491. 13s. 6d.; 
while on the sales at Swansea, of about one-fourth the quantity, 
or 34,366 tons, the increase in amount of money produced by the 
sales was 116,034/. 158. 6d., or nearly double the amount of that 
of Cornwall, and that realised on about one-fourth the quantity of 
ore. 

It is sufficient on the present occasion to direct attention to the 
subject; the ores sold at Swansea being mainly those of Cuba and 
Chili, with Irish ores, which come into the market freely. The 
latter affords us pleasure, as yielding returns to those who adven- 
ture in the Sister Isle, giving employment to a hard-working, but 
starving, peasantry; the former, we must confess, appears to us 
to be totally different, and must in the end tend seriously to affect 
our mines. 

There is one curious circumstance connected with the falling off 
of the quantity of ores raised in Cornwall—that this has taken 
place at a period when so many new companies have been formed

Each week would appear to bring forward subject-matter for 
comment, fully bearing out the correctness of the cautionary re- 
marks we have ever felt it to be our duty to make with reference 
to the schemes of the day; and, although we are ready to admit 
that those for the construction of railways are among the most 
legitimate, as being beyond individual enterprise, we cannot ex- 
empt even them from following that course which has brought, 
(and must, in the end, necessarily bring) all those who have acted 
in like manner to a state not the most enviable, so far as the cha- 
racters of Honourable Directors are concerned. 

We are well aware that in any remarks we may make on the 
predent occasion, it may be said that they arise from an “ ex-parte 
statement,” made by a “ discarded servant ;” but ‘ facts are stub- 
born things,” and no excuse, although falling from an Honourable 
Member of the British Parliament, can either palliate acts such as 
have been described, or wash away a stain which may attach to his 
character, as being a party to proceedings such as are narrated in 
our report of the meeting in our present number. 

It is unnecessary for us here to dilate on the subject, as the re- 
port is given fully—and our readers will not lose sight of the ad- 
mitted fact, that one of the Directors was allowed to pocket 
£1013 7s. 6d., and that this was known for a long period to 
the Directors ere they took any steps to recover the same, but in 
fact ordered it to be placed to the loss of the Company—that 
several of the Directors had two hundred shares each in addition 
to their qualification when these shares were at a premium—that 
jobbing existed, and that shares sold by some of the Directors had 
actually been re-purchased by the Company at 2} premium— that 
the solicitors and friends had 8 to 900 shares, and that out of the 
12,000 shares, only 3000 shares were issued to the public, of 
which not more than one-half had been paid upon; so that, including 
the 2595, which were allowed to be “ let loose” at Manchester, being 
in all about 4000 shares—the remaining 8000 shares were divided 
between the Directors, solicitors, and their immediate friends, or 
let out upon the market, and this to a considerable extent at a 
period when the shares were at a premium, 

This, then, is an illustrative case of the mode in which matters 
are managed in modern times—a Company is formed, or rather 
advertised, but few of the shares are taken up, the shares fall to a 
discount, and then the Directors or the Provisional Committee 
manage to get the whole of the shares out, and what is, perhaps, 
of the most consequence, at a premium—without, however, as we 
are led to suppose, crediting the Company for profits made, al- 
though the losses are duly carried to account. The measure is 
carried through the House, Honourable Members are found to 
support the Bill, and all being done, the shares, after having been 
artificially raised to 3 or 4 premium, are found to have fallen to 
1 discount— that is, that shares which were selling at one time at 
£72,000 may now be had for £12,000, thus leaving a difference of 
£60,000 ; a considerable portion of which, we doubt not, has found 
its way into the pockets of some of our Honourable Legislators, 
and the Projectors, Provisional Committee, and Directors 

There is, however, another view, and one not less important, to 
be taken of the state of affairs of this Company, and the proceed 
ings at the meeting. It must have been apparent, that although 
there were several highly respectable proprietors present, and, as 
we have reason to believe, large shareholders and bond fide adven- 
turers in the speculation, yet it cannot be concealed that there 
were others, and, indeed, the majority, who were either hired to 
attend as the partisans of the one side or the other, or whose in- 
terest was solely confined to the holding of five or ten shares on 
speculation, and who would, therefore, willingly lend their aid to 
any measure which should preelude the Company from being carned 
into effect. It may also be observed, that meetings of this nature 
afford opportunity to gentlemen oj posing the measure per se (and 





productive of public good, whether it be conducive to private in- 
terests or otherwise. 

We would seriously recommend to écripholders, to observe the 
greatest degree of caution in their movements at the present mo- 
ment. A reverse which might have been foreseen by those who 
were not willingly blind to the course which was being pursued 
has taken place ; apathy and distrust now reign where reckless specu- 
lation and, in too many instances, a misplaced confidence took their 
place, and many private interests will be found to be working, 
into which it would be well to examine, and to probe the respect- 
ability and ability, both in business habits and pecuniary means, 
of those to whom the management of an undertaking with a capital 
of from £100,000 to £3,000,000 are committed. There are many 
who can afford to hold shares with a £2 deposit paid, but as the 
whole of the money will be required, are they prepared to pay the 
future calls when demanded? We fear not; and here we would 
observe, that past experience tells us there is as much jobbing in 
“winding up” the concerns of a Company as in its projection. 

Let the scripholders in the various Companies then not be too 
hasty at arriving at conclusions—let them not be led astray by the 
eloquence of one in debate, nor depressed by the lavish abuse 
which pervades the addresses of others, both are to be avoided. 
There is one course, and one only, to pursue—let them weigh well 
the motives of the parties who volunteer their services for the 
public good—let them understand the merits of the undertaking, 
and let them reflect, that, after much toil and expense, Acts of 
Parliament which have been obtained, can never egain be ex- 
pected to pass the House with the advantages they now possess ; 
and, moreover, let them well reflect that in most cases the 
whole of the capital will be required. 

One word more—the number of railway companies is 64, the 
amount of their capital is nearly £35,000,000! and the number of 
shares into which the capital is divided is upwards of 550,000!! 
Whether all, or what proportion of these projects will be carried 
into effect, it is not for us to prognosticate—we would only ob- 
serve, there are several which have announced their intention of 
again petitioning Parliament next session, and some of these are at 
a premum!!! 
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It will be remembered by some of our readers that a few months 
since, in drawing attention to the affairs of the “ West Cork 
Mining Company,” we adverted to Chancery orders and proceed- 
ings. That we were justified in so doing, the silence of the parties 
most interested was to us a convincing proof: however, as it 
would appear that this Company is doomed to be continually be- 
fore the public in some shape or other, and as it were that stronger 
evidence should be adduced, we have to remark on the present 
occasion, on an announcement of a bond for £1000, “ without 
fraud or delay,” having been advertised for sale at Garraway’s on 
Tuesday last—the same having been given by Lord Aupiey, the 
proprietor of the mines, which are in such advertisement noticed 
as being worked by the “ West Cork Mining Company.” As the 
Shareholders may feel more interested in this matter than ourselves, 
it being stated, that “the estate is conveyed in trust for absolute 
sale, and is expected shortly to be sold, when all incumbrances 
must be paid off,” we have only deemed it necessary to notice the 
circumstance, referring them to the Solicitor or Auctioneers for 
more general information. 

We would, by-the-bye, recommend the holder to apply to the 
Managing Director of the “ West Cork Mining Company,” who will 
doubtless negotiate and make purchase of the bond, he having, as 
we are informed on good authority, made similar engagements at six 
shillings and twelve shillings in the pound. We believe there is no in- 
dividual so well qualified as this gentleman for the office, and while 
we regret the state of Lord AupvLey’s affairs should render it ne- 
cessary to call his offices into action-—we equally lament that the 
affairs of the Company should be subjected to the control of one 
of whose ability we have no other evidence than the magnitude of 
the salary given him. Whether as Lord Aupiey’s agent he con- 
trives to keep the ore from forcing its way into the market (as the 
royalty or dues would be of advantage to his Lordship, and would 
give the creditors hopes), we know not—but it is sufficiently clear 
that the Shareholders suffer, and that severely, from the concern. 
We repeat the 165,000/. was just enough fo pay for the mines. 
Now for the working capital. This is re-echoed by the Directors. 
We only want capital to work the mines is their cry.—Agreed. 
But there is required also with new capital a new management. 
Our remarks, we fear, has protracted the period for declaring a 
dividend, but it is better to forego a dividend than to pay for it 
tenfold in the further advance of capital.

Gongo Soco, June 24.—By this post I forward a copy of my respects of the 
19th inst., which I confirm. I enclose herein the mining captains’ observa- 
tion upon direction No. 38, of which I forwarded to you a copy in my last 
letter. These observations, as _ will see, go to establish three points,— 
First, that the north jacotinga does not continue to the forty-eight fathom 
level, at any place near Lyon's, Gibson's, or Bayley’s shaft. Secondly, that 
their reports have always explained where the stuff for the supply of these 
stamps has been obtained. Thirdly, that if the north jacotinga had continued 
without interruption to the depth of the forty-eight fathom level, they would 
long ere this have marked out some of the backs over that level. These 
three statements appear to rebut the objections raised in the memoranda 
transmitted from London, which I have recapitulated in direction No, 38. 

Upon the first point, and the existence of the south body of jacotinga, the 
captains remain so firm and unshaken, that they have emphatically stated to 
me this morning, in a conference held with them on this and other mining mat- 
ters, that they are as sure of the existence of the jacotinga south and not north of 
the bottom of the forty-eight fathom level as they are of their own existence. 
An unexpected obstacle has occurred in our preparations to sink Vessey's 
shaft, which will oblige us to deviate from our original plan. In excavating 
the ground to bring up the level of the wheel-pit a very hard rock has been 
met with, which would consume a great deal of time and expense were we to 
attempt to cut our way through it: we have, therefore, determined to raise 
the wheel intended for Vessey's shaft nineteen feet, and connect it with 
Curtis’s stamps, which will be removed nearer the mine gate, so as to enable 
Veasey's wheel to do the double duty of drawing the water from the shaft and 
workmg the fifteen heads of Curtis's stamps. The wheel at present attached 
to those stamps has not power enough to work more than ten heads in the 
present dry season, which will not be the case when the powerful lever to be 
obtained from a forty feet wheel is applied to them. These arrangements will 
cause Curtis's stamps to be stopped for about a fortnight, but we shall have 
more than & month's time and labour at Vessey’s shaft by the alteration in 
our plan. I have nothing to add, with respect to the mine, to the accom- 
panying memorandum of the last four days’ produce. The stuff for the 
washing-house has been raised from Duval’s shaft, where the westgrn ground 
continues, according to the mining term, ‘‘to look very kindly.’’ Some of 
the boxes have shewn very fine specimens of the vein, which as yet is small, 
but has a promising appearance. 

Gongo Soco, June 29.— | beg your reference to the accompanying duplicate 
of my last respects, under date of the 24th inst., which I confirm. 1 omitted 
in that letter to announce the arrival in Gongo of the carpenter, Mark 
Knight. The captains report to me that, as far as they are able to judge, 
he appears to answer the description you have given of him. He arrived 
at a moment when fitting opportunities occur to put his skill to the test, in 
the building of wheels for engine-shafts and stamping-mills, and in the cou- 
struction of the latter. I have not yet seen his articles of agreement, which 
he states to have left at Rio, in the hands of Messrs. Naylor, Brothers, and 
Co., who were to send them to Gongo, which, however, they have not yet 
done. 

it wouk! give me great pleasure could I enliven the accompanying ten days’ 
report from the mining captains by a favourable account of the state of the 
mine, whieh is, unfortunately, looking poor both east and west. The pro- 
duce of the half-year about to terminate shews, however, a visible improve- 
ment over the same period of time which closed with the year 1835; and 
there is every reasonable probability, that in working our way through the 
present poor parts of the mine, we may, as in former periods, meet with rich 
Genches: These, however desirable they unquestionably are, rank in my 
estimation second in importance, to the possibility of sutlilen Genan, with its 
immense mass of auriferous formation, a permanently and steadily produc- 
tive mine, by the improved and increased application of stamping power. To 
this point my attention is constantly directed, and I shall communicate to 
you in proper time the result of various experiments, which have long since 
been dn progress, to ascertain and obviate the loss of gold arising from the 
imperfection of our means of reduction. The extent of that loss may be esti - 
mated by the deposit which has accumulated in the Tabuleiro tank, and 
which, however, only contains, in all oe 4 very small proportion of 
the gold which is and has ever been floated away by the stream from the 
mine, The only way to secure to the association that part of its property is 
to prevent its escape from our hands; and this will be done by the building, 
so often projected and delayed, of a sett of stamps at Tabuleiro, which will 
reduce the mass of ores already accumulated, and continue after that to dis- 
pose of the ores escaping from the mine, as they are carried to it by the 
stream. It cannot be doubted that the building of these stamps would leave 
a large profit, and as we have determined not to commence the thirty-head 
stamps, alluded to in my late correspondence, until we have seen whether 
the ground which we are now about to reach from the open-cutting near the 
Elica wheel, will make the continued use of the twenty-head stamps con- 
nected with that wheel profitable. We shall now lose as little time as pos- 
sible in commencing "to build stamps at Tabuleiro. The position of these 
stamps will be favourable for a trial of the amalgamation process on as large 
a seale as the amalgamating implements we possess will admit; and I hope 
we shall be able, on the same occasion, to adopt some useful improvements in 
the mode of building stamps, particularly with regard to the grates, of which 
experience has proved the efficacy.
